"It. means th a t they must secure 
licenses and reiwirt concerning their 
solvency and full paym ent of claims 
As it is now few. if any, of these 
organizations have their headquarters 
in Ohio, aud are doing business w ith ­ 
out a great deal of atten tio n from the 
state. 
The statem ent of th e ease which, it 
is alleged, caused th e ruling, says 
th a t a young man held a policy for 
$2,000 in a prominent society.

"W e will state th a t the superin­ 
tendent of insurance lias ruled th a t 
all so-called fraternal orders, where 
the Insurance feature Is the primary 
object, and wherein the payment made 
or prom ised to be made to the benefi­ 
ciary Of the deceased member is an ob­ 
ligation upon the association, must be­ 
come subject to the laws of this state 
governing assessment life a*sociations; 
this rule to go into effect on and after 
Man. I next. 
Under th!* ruling the 
only fraternal orders th a t are ex­ 
empted are those wherein the pay­ 
ments made by the members are abso­ 
lutely voluntary, and where the pay- 


innocent and weak arc protected by 
the shield of th e law: the sword of jus­ 
tice protects society from the wr.,ng 
doer. 
Every citizen has a keen Inter­ 
est in Hie court, as he may call a t or 
be called to its liar at am moment 
Tile many thousands of cases pending 
show th a t such appearance i* not a 
mere possibility. 
"The office of Judge exists for the 
benefit of the citizen, and lie is more 
nearly concerned as to who shall be 
judge than who shall represent him Ii 
the legislature.

elected. 
Tile im portance of th e office 
requires th a t It shall be always filled, 
and an appointm ent instead of an 
election Is a accessit v. 
Tile appoint­ 
m en t is merely an exception to th* 
general rule, and in no wise affect­ 
um 
principle 
th a t 
the 
people 
should say who shall be judge. 
The 
governor will not appoint upon bis 
own knowledge, bu t upon inform a­ 
tion. 
W hat more appropriate, then, 
than th a t the people should decide. 
Such indication would certainly be 
more potent with the governor than 
petitions.
